THE EMPTY SHELL 
Jan. 13. 
‘The presence in Shanghai of 
most of tho leaders of the new 
Government of China and their’ 
absence from Nanking naturally’ 











arouse considerable _ anxiety. 
Nanking seems to be an empty 
shell. It might almost be 


suggested that any group which 
cared to walk into the offices 
to-day and assume the duties of 
government might be presented 
at once with full permission to 
do so by the men lately installed 
there under the auspices of the 
Kuomintang, ‘The predecessors. 
of the new Government were 
understood to have given their 
successors a clear field. They 
paid up the army and the ser- 
vants of the Government with 
all arrears due up to December 
31 last. ‘This reduced the 
amount of cash in hand but it 
inly saved the incoming ad- 
ministration from the embarrass- 
ment of being dunned by soldiery 
and minor olficialdom, ‘The pro-| 
ceedings of the Plenary Sessior 
enabled the process of forming 
a cabinet and putting the Pre- 
sidentship on mon-partisan lines 
to be smoothly brought to its 
assigned conclusion. ‘The Gov- 
ernment took office. They made 
admirable statements and 
livered themselves of excellent 
intentions, Nothing happened. 
Buoyancy seemed to give way 
suddenly. The desire to retain 
alien on the advice and ex- 
perience of the displaced ad- 
ministrators began to find ex- 
pression, Now it would seem as

equivocal. The shortage of

hope. ‘They discover that. what 
they thought was an integral 
part of China's sovereignty has 
been—temporarily _perhaps—re- 
moved from the Government's 
control by the action of an out- 
side agency. ‘They further are 
leonfronted by mo evidence of|

tion. ‘They feel that their yearn- 
ings are being hopelessly destroy-| 
ed, that their faith in political 
lereeds has been shattered. This, 
no doubt, is all very wrong of| 
them. It cannot. however, be 
denied the quality of earnest 
patriotic zeal and the fervour- of 
youthful idealism. If there could 
step forth men ready to give the 
students a real message of hope, 
re-inforeed by proofs of action 
leonducive to fulfilment, perhaps 
the call would be heeded. The

Due to the decline in the value of 
tho pound sterling, co-incident with 
the abandonment by England of the 
old currency standart, the majority

Several schools were closed owing| 
to the prevalence of measles, but 
mortality seems less serious, in 31 
foreign cases there was one death, 
while 57 Chinese cases were recor: 
ed and also 64 deaths.

Four deaths occurred from 18 
foreign cases of typhoid and paraty- 
phoid, while there were 27 cases and 
‘also 24 deaths amongst Chinese re~ 
corded.

Diphtheria, scarlet fever and in- 
fluenza caused one foreign death,

cases. One new foreign case of 
schistor was reported. 

‘Tuberculosis had a heavy death 
roll, there being 10 foreign and 54 
Chinese deaths, from all forms of 
the disease. The foreign death rato| 
for the month was 18.06 per 1,000, 
‘and that of Chineso 18,11, the later 
being slightly higher than usual. 

On December 23 there was’ a 
marked turbidity: in the wi 
supply of the central district, ine 
vestigation showing main flushing 
‘and some slight contamination, not 
of a serious nature. Prompt atten- 
paid by the Waterworks 
and the matter put right in a very| 
short space of time. 

As regards the milk supply, thel 
report shows that plouro-pneumonia| 
spread. during December to four 
more dairies. Fifty-four animal 
were destroyed, 26 suffering from 
rinderpest, 12 from pneumonia and 
fone from anthrax. The death rate 
amongst dairy animals was relative. 
ly small owing to prompt isolation 
and inoculation, 

Rejected carcases from the .Pig
